FAIRNESS TO RULE 
IN T R M S MEN 


I was in Egypt before the fanatical 
outbreak of 1882. 
When n trouble of 
that kind la coming those who are not 
In the aecret either know nothing about 
It or have only vague suspicions. 
I 
heard some ugly rumors as to what 
was about to happen, but did not know 
how much dependence could be placed 
upon them. 
To all outward appear 
onces everything was moving on as 
usual. 
I was obliged to go to Unto Ilia on 
business, 
lf I had known the cond! 
tlon of the people of Hie country I 
should not have trusted myself out of 
Port Paid, where Europeans were com­ 
paratively safe. 
To make a Journey 
Into the Interior was madness, but I 
did not know it. 
Indeed. I only real 
Ired that under the circumstance* I 
would rather not go. 
A matter of or­ 
dinary gain and tieing murdered were 
the alternatives. 
I went on a night train. Being some 
what finical about my diet. I took with

I reached up to the rack. got tm 
lioi of cigars from my hamper, took 
out one f«*r myself add barded th* tm* 
to the sheik who had robbed me of the

Finally their look* and acts were a< 
suspicious Hint I bethought myself of 
some other way similar to my offer o( 
cigars to plicate them.

luncheon occurred to me.

up again to the rick, I brought down

Secretary Baker Pledges. 


AMUSEMENTS FOR TROOPS. 


All Safeguard* of Science and Modi* ; 
cine Will Be Thrown Around Train­ 
ing Campi— Telia of the Great 9tope 
Forward That Hava Been Taken In 
tho Different Branchee of tho Sorvioo. 


What the government promisee to 
the great arm y of young men being 
called to the Colors and to their father* 
and mother* has been outlined by Sec­ 
retary of W ar Baker. 
“It is provided In the law that when 
these armies are assembled there shall 
be no difference A tw een the regular, 
the national guard and the natloual 
army.” said the secretary. 
“ But every 
man. whether he has had training in 
the regular arm y or not, whether ho 
baa had training in the guard or not, 
whether he !*e a member of the M»le<y 
tive national army, la equal in dignity, 
In responaibUity and in opportunity, a 
member of the arm y of the United 
State*. 
“There will tie preserved that Juat 
pride which the people of our several 
state* have in their own soldier boys. 
so that the soldier from New York will 
be known aa a part of the contribution 
of th!* great commonwealth to our n a ­ 
tional strength and the soldier from 
Wisconsin and from Ohio and from 
Texas equally designated, but the eye# 
of the country In all that la doue for 
them and In all th at they do for ua 
there is to be neither distinction nor 
prejudice nor 
favoritism, • but 
they 
•land equal as the servant* and as the 
upholders of our Ul>ertles. 


Amusement* Planned. 
“Modern times have witnessed m any 
new thing*. T he great eclenc# of mad 
lclue and aanltation ha* wonderfully 
advanced, and all the eafeguards that 
knowledge 
and 
science 
can 
throw 
•round our soldiers i* to be pl a eel 
about them

Mr. Baker assum ed the war portfolio 
with the reputation of a pacifist There 
are many public men who still regard 
lim as too much of a pacifist to admlii- 
*ter the w ar department efficiently in 
J rime of war. 
The aecretarv is bent 
upon confounding these doubting souls. 
Ile may tie a pacifist, but he believes 
this war la a righteous wsr, being 
I fought to bring the world nearer uni- 


I versal peace. 
“ In 177d, on the 4th day of July, a 
nation was born. dedicated to a new 
theory of government and a new ideal 
of human liberty,” he said. 
“On the 
4tb day of July, 1917, our newspaper*

“Ko that when we entered till* war , 
we entered It In order that we and our | 
children and our children’* children 
might fabricate a new and belter civili­ 
sation under l*e»t»T condition*, enjoying 
liberty of I person. liberty of belief, free­ 
dom of a|WH*-h and freedom as to our 
political institution* 
“ We entered this war to remove from 
ourselves, our children and our chil j

“Never during the progress of this 
war let us for one Instant forget the 
high and holy mlsMlon with which we 
entered it. no matter what the coat, no 
matter what the temptation. 
“I#et us bring out of this war the flag 
of mir country ne untarnished as it goes 
in. sanctified and consecrated to the es­ 
tablishment of liberty for all men w,**o 
dwell on the face of the earth.” 
Asked to say a word on the scope of 
the war pr*q*arations he la superintend­ 
ing.
